A PROPOSED REFORM IN THE FED- 
ERAL JUDICIARY. 


The Donation of Cannon for a Monumentc to the 
Memory of the Late Senator Morion—The Po- 
litical Disabilities’ Bill Taken up an? 

Laid Over—Public Buildings, Etc. 


WaAsHINGTON, May 2.—In the senate, a bill 
donating cannon to the “Morton monumental 
association of Indiana, was passed, amended 
as to stipulate for ‘‘cast iron’? cannon instead 
of bronze. Mr. Cockrell stated that all the 
bronze guns belonging to the government 
that were past use for their original pur- 
poses had been disposed of. The sen- 
ate bill diyiding Mississfppi into 
judicial «districts, and fixing the times and 
places of hoiding the United States district 
courts in che northern district, was passed. It 
divides the state into the northern and south- 
ern districts. The northern district is subdi- 
vided into the eastern and western divisions, 
and two terms of the district court will be 
held each year at Aberdeen and Oxford. But 
one staff of court officers is provided for the 
northern district, who shall ofticiate in both 
divisions of the court. 

THE DISABILITIES BALL. 

‘he senate then took up the bill removing 
disqualifications from ex-confederates for 
army appointments, After brief remarks by 
Messrs. Maxey, Hampton and Call, the pend- 
ing motion to reter the bill tothe judiciary 
committee was defeated—yeas 23, nays 24, a 
party vote. Mr. Davis, of illinois, voted aye 
with the republicans. The bill then went 
over. 

MONEY FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

House bills were passed appropriating $175,- 
000 for public buildings at Quincy, Illinois, 
and $250,000 at Peoria, Illinois. Mr. Lapham 
introduced a bill proposing an amendment to 
the constitution prohibiling any denial or 
abridgement of suffrage on account of sex. 
Referred to the committee on woman sufl- 
rage. 

COURTS OF APPEAL, 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
unfinished busimess—the bill to establish a 
court of appeals. Mr. Morgan had read, by 
the clerk, a substitute providing for a court of 
federal appeals. He said the substitute had 
been prepured by a member of the district 
bar, and he preferred its arrangement to that 
of the committee's bill. His plan would be to 
cut down the jurisdiction of federal courts, 
and relegate extraneous subjects to the state 
courts where they originally belonged. An 
increase of the supreme court tencu would 
not, in his opinion, «afford relief. The project 
of an intermediate appeflate court, he re- 
garded as the only remedy, and upon this 
point he advocated the provision of the sub- 
stitute for but one such court, with ten addi- 
tional judges, as against the proposition of 
the bill, which he said created 
nine such courts and eighteen additional 
judges, or one court for each circuit, with the 
present district and circuit judges thereof, 
and two additional judges. Mr. Morgan fur- 
ther stated that he could not subscribe to the 
proposition of the bill that the present Judges 
shall sitas members of the appellate court, 
He asserted that some of the district Judges 

vere unfit for any such responsible positions. 

someof them had been mere “oni som tools, 
and he preferred new judges taken from the 
people, rather than the old fossils on the 
bench who had become noted in the service 
of their party ratber than of their country. 
In this connection he criticized the rulings of 
such judges in Alabama, to show their alleg- 
ed ignorance of the legal requirements and 
thcir incompetence for their duties. He 
could never give his consent to the bill 
if men of this class were to con- 
stitute the proposed court. Mr. 
Butler submitted several proposed amend- 
ments to be printed. One provides that after 
the establishment of the courts of appeal, no 
appointments to the supreme bench *sgall be 
made until the number of judges is reduced 
to six. Messrs. Garland and Vest also gave 
notice of amendments. The bill was laid 
over as unfinished business for to-morrow. 
The senate then adjourned.

Death of un Mulatteo Who Cinimed the Second Presl- , 
dent use Ulin Father. 


INPIANAPOLIS, May 2.—On Thursday there 
died in Oberlin, Ohio, a colored man named 
Robert Jefferson, who for years has been one 
of the churacters in Indianapolis. He claimed 
to be the son 6f Thomas Jefferson. He acen- 
mulated much property here, leaving an es- 
tate valued at $25,000, The story of bis parent- 
age, In his own words, were: *‘My mother was 
a slave girl, a talland handsome woman, be- 
longing to Mr. Christian, of Charlestown, 
Virginia. Thomas Jefferson and my moth- 
er’s master were Warm personal friends, | 
and frequently exchanged visits. Mr. 
Jefferson pussed a good deal of his 
time at Charlestown and at Mr. Chris- 
tian’s house. My mother was a house maid 
and had charge of the apartments Mr. Jerfer- 
son usally occupied. Her name was Millie 
Reddeford, and. she was said to be a very 
pretiy woman in her younger days, although 
adurk mulatto. I was born in March, 1803, 
at the house of my mother’s master. I can 
remember the homestead well, and have my- 
selfseen Thomas Jefferson. My mother and 
all her people always told me he was my 
father, and i have no reason to doubt their 
word. My mother was married when I was 
burn, and my master has often told me who 
my father was, and it was be who named me 
Robert Jetferson.’’ Mr. Jefferson was a slave 
until about 1852, when he purchased his free- 
dom and that of his wife from his master, 
paying $2,764 for himself and $1,500 for his 
wife, having earned the money at odd hours 
doing carpenter work. He has been a resi- 
dent of Indianapolis since 1854.

Sixty names had.been called, twenty-three 
disqualified for cause, and twenty-seven excused 
by the state and the prisoner. Of the twer.ty-three 
disqualified for cause, three were conscientiously 
opposed to capital punishment, the others on 
account of prejudice or bias. At 4 o’clock 
the court came to a halt because of the scarcity of 
available tales jurors. The sheriff and his posse of 
able bailiffs went out to scour the city for jury ma- 
terial, and the court indulged in a recess. The 
protracted absence of the sheriff on his hunt for 
jurors caused an adjournment of the court until 
this morning, when the case will be resumed. 


ASPECTS OF ALBANY. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Aurany, April 30.—During the past week 
this section has been visited by several fine 
rains, which, from all accounts, appear to 
have been pretty general. If this should 
turn out to be, what the seasons so far indi- 
cate, an exceptionally good crop year through- 
out southwest Georgia; now thatits material 
resources are beginning to attract attention 
and receive a partial development. it will not 
be long vefore the problem of filling up its 
waste places and repeopling its abandoned 
homesteads will be in a fair way to receive a 
solution. The influence of the lumber and 
turpentine men, an element nearly altogether 
foreign, is beginning to be felt in the sections 
they have occupied, and thus far it has been 
in the main highly beneficial in a social as 
well as economical view. It was owing to 
this new element mainly, as we learn, that 
Woarth county was recently carried for prohi- 
bition. Of course this new influx, with their 
agents and employes, all qualified voters, can- 
not fail to exert an influence one way or 
another, on the one-sided politics of the 
hitherto dormant counties along the line of 
the Brunswick and Albany railroad. Every 
week or two brings reinforcements to this 
elass both of men and capital. As all men 
don’t think one way, even in southwest Geor- 
gia, political calculations next fall may find 
their figures somewhat confused, and to differ 
from the unvarying tally sheet heretofore 
sent up from the section ] speak of. The 
colored element already added to the popula- 
tion of these counties is considerable and 
increasing every day. 

The important part which the oat crop is 
destined from necessity to play in the econo- 
my of all this section during the summer and 
fail months, makes the cheering accounts 

- that reach us on all sides of its growing and 
healthy condition, doubly grateful. From 
every quarter around Albany comes in thus 
far one united chorus of good news from both 
the corn and oat crops. The_ large acreage 

lanted as well as the unprecedented outlook, 
the oats in particular, showing no signs of 
rust, or any other drawbcak whatever. All 
vegetation, in fact, around here, even the 
young cotton just coming up, 1s looking un- 
usually thrifty. The gardens in and around 
Albany were never better, nor stocked witha 
greater variety of products. Several truck 
farms, young orchards and vineyards have 
been established around Albany within a 
year or two past and their owners are more 
than satisfied with the investment. The sand 
or Le Conte pear is the favorite with our orch- 
ardists, and is being set out In great quanti- 
ties and appears to thrive unusually well, 

The superior court of Baker county con- 
-enes to-morrow, and will be held by Judge 
Warren, whose health has somewhat mended 
lately. We hear of one or two aspirants al- 
ready in the field tes his judicial ermine be- 
fore the next legislature. 

The fair sae ae and buildings are being 
put into order for tbe free fair of the South- 
west Georgia industrial association on the 
16th and 17th proximo. The colored people 
are likewise to have one shortly. .

hours of summer. It is only twelve miles 
distant from the Tallulah falls and about 
thirteen to Toccoa, so it is an e drive for 
one to go out and take in the falls and back 
to Clarksville at night. Besides the falls 
there are a great many other places of interest 
one might visit situated near here; conspicu- 
ous among these being the lovely vale of Na- 
coochee, which is tweive miles distant, near 
the foot of Yonah mountain and near the 
Tray, from the top of which the eye can drink 

n the sublimity of nature. Nothing can 
surpass the glory of the mountains during the 
summer months. 

There is not much talk here about politics 
now, but the next frace for congress prom- 
ises to be lively, and the young man of the 
ninth will not have such an easy thing of it 
next time. Judge Irwin seems to be the 
choice of a majority in this section for con- 
gress, andif heis nominated there will be 
one of the most heated canvasses ever wit- 
nessed here. 

We have no fears of small-pox here, and 
but very few have been vaccinated. 

A STORM'S RAVAGES.

Goop Horr, April 29.—There was a very 
destructive hail storm passsed through our 
county on the 22d instant. Entering the 
county above Social Circle, passing rather 
westat first, then gradually northwest, thence 
east to one mile east of Good Hope, where it 
gave out. The length of the. storm was some 
fifteen miles breadthor width, one mile wide. 
It destroyed nearly half of the wheat crop 
and fruitcrop in its main path. The cloud 
that brought forth the hail resembled a regu- 
lar tornado, lacking the funal-shaped center. 
The roaring resembled a continous bom bard- 
ment ofa great many pieces of distant ar- 
tillery. The hail fell for five mi utes as 
large as a hen’s egg; some pieces were as large 
as goose eggs. 

The storm broke out 22 lights for Mrs. Lucinda 
Starks, four out of Dr. Long’s office window, 
and five out of Mrs. Carlton's window. We 
learn it also broke out thirteen double pane 
glass out of the passenger coach on the Walton 
railroad from Social Circle to Monroe, near 
Pleasant valley, while on its return trip to 
Monroe about4 o'clock p. m. Mr. Thomas 
Cleg and son has one hundred acres in wheat 
that has scarcely a head left standing. With 
the exceptions of this storm’s track the small 
grain crop never vas more promising. I hear 
of no rust in wheat yet. Mr. John M. 
Peters and W. J. Malcolm have some Jones's 
oats that have the rust so bad that they wil! 
probably lose every head. Mrs. Lucinda 
Starks has recently been stricken with a se- 
vere stroke cf paralysis and lies in a critical 
condition at her home in this vicinity. 

PICNIC ON THE SUWANEE.

LAWRENCEVILLE, May 1.—Last Saturday was 
the day selected by the Methodist Sunday- 
school to have a picnic.

HAWKINSVILLE ANDO THE COUN- 
TRY ROUNDABOUT. 


An Increase of Over 300 Per Cent in Population from 
1870 to 1880-The Situation, the Trade and 
Manuitactures—Some Striking Stati tica— 
German W ine-Makers— Points, Eic.

HAWKINSVILLE, April 29.—Hawkinsville is 
one of the most important trade centers in 
lower Georgia. I ran down here this morn- 
ing from Macon in the most accidental man- 
uer imaginable, but am truly glad now that 
Ididso. Ihad never been here before, and 
I know I never spent an happier or more pro- 
fitable day anywhere. I had often heard of 
the place, and fully expected to find a dull, 
thriftless sort of town with lazy, listless peo- 
ple filling the highways. But I am glad to 
say my hasty,.and careless’conclusions were 
based on fancy alone, for, instead of a dry, 
heavy going town, I find one of the pleasant- 
est as well as lively little cities I have ever 
seen. Indeed, I was truly taken aback at my 
Own ignorance of such a vast deal of pluck 
and enterprise that I should have known be- 
fore, 

THE TOWN’S PHENOMENAL GROWTH, 

In 1870—according to the census returns— 
Hawkinsville had only about 800 inhabitants. 
To-day the population numbers 2,500, show- 
ing the remarkable increuse, in ten years, of

"It is easy to be seen, therefore, that the future 
of Hawkinsville is by no means uninviting or

THE SITUATION, 

_Itis the county seat of Pulaski county and 
lies on the west side of the Ocmulgee river, at 
the head of navigation and the shipping facil- 
ities of the place will always enable her to 
hold herown. This is the distributing point 
for a large section of territory on both sides 
of the r.ver, even around and beyond Perry, 
Montezuma, Eastman, Cochran and ear 
Americus, Albany and Macon. And should 
the Florida Southern railroad reach here. 
Hawkinsville wholesale trade will soon grow 
to large proportions. 

THE TRADE OF HAWKINSVILLE. 

There are two good banks here representing 
a capital ofseveral hundred thousand dollars. 
Besides these, there are several men of capi- 
tal, and seventy-six business houses doing a 
trade of overa milkion a year. The capital 
here will control the greater portion of the 
cotton and wool along fifty miles around. 
About 22,000 bales of the staple are 
shipped from here every year 
with these receipts constantly growing. 
The wool market is also an important item in 
the tratlic of the town, about 100,000 pounds 
being brought here annually. I aim told that 
with a proper increase of capital and railroad 
facilities this can be made the great wool 
market of Georgia, being conveniently situ- 
ated to the wool territory. Her reputation 
already as a wool market has been the means 
of shipping wool here from even beyond and 
through Macon. A large amount of freights 
and travel from the north and west is received 
here, the freights and travel amounting to 
$170,000 annually. 

THE MANUFACTURING INTERESTS, 
Hawkinsville bids fair to develop consider- 
able importance as a manufacturing town. A 
company with a capital of $30,000 has recently 
been organized for the purpose of building a 
cotton seed oil mill. The money is all paid 
in and the mill will be in operation by Octo- 
ber next. The contracts are already awarded 
forthe buildings, and the ground will be 
formally broken next week. A fine steam 
grist mill and asteam saw mill and variety 
works are now in operation, which show 
another way in which Georgia is developing 
her wonderful resources. It is thought that 
Hawkinsville will eventually control a water- 
power that will run an unlimited amount of 
machinery, situated as she is, on a large, bold 
stream, Which has considerable fall and well 
adapted in the way of canal, or otherwise, to 
large cotton factories. Thnereare three large fire 
proof cotton warehouses here, five churches, 
good schools and good water.

The town 
is equaliy well off, and has no bonded and no 
outstanding debts of anything but trifling 
importance. The new court house is a very 
handsome structure and a credit to the good 
sense of its builders. 

THE GERMAN WINE-MAKERS, 
Hawkinsville can boast of the finest vine- 
yard in Georgia. It is owned by Messrs, 
Schneider & Starowski and is called ‘Pine 
Level Vineyard.’”’ I had the pleasure of a 
visit to the place this morning, and I unhesi- 
tatingly pronounce it one of the most inter- 
esting as well as valuable enterprises I have 
seen. These gentlemen make probably the 
finest wines in the entire south, and I was 
glad to hear them speak so hopefully of it. 
“Do you intend making the business per- 
manent?’ I asked Mr. Schneider, who carried 
me out. 

“O, yes,’ he andswered, ‘it is paying us 
handsomely already. and we will keep adding 
to our vineyard until its size is many times 
larger than now.” " 

“Do you find any demand for your wines?”’ 
‘Demand? Well, sir, I am refusing orders 
every day of the world. I could sell one 
hundred times as much as I do now. We 
make the finest wines probably in America. 
This is uo bragging remark as is evidenced 
from the testimony of the members of@he 
State agricultural society which miet here 
some time ago. Mr. Woodruff. of Griffin 
Mr.. Berckman, o fAugusta, Dr.Samuel Hape, 
of Atlanta, all said they had never tasted 
wine like this. We have resolved to make 
nothing but the highest standard wines, and. 
as we make it after the old German way. we 
know we can win a reputation that will profit 
us. 

‘How will our American wines compare 
with imported wines?” 

“I consider them as fine as any I ever 
tasted in the old country, when properly 
made. The great trouble with our wine- 
makers is their lack of knowledge in making 
wine. I tell you honestly that Georgia 
is the best grape. producing state in the entire 
union. We can make far better wine than 
can be produced in California—at least better 
than any I have ever seen come from there. 
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Vy firmly believe that Georgia promises to lead 


the world in grape eultnre.” 
THE WINE CELLARS. 


I took a walk through the large wine cel- 
lars at the vineyard. The cellars are con- 
structed exactly like they are in Germany 
and France, andI thought I had been sud- 
denly transported to that part of the world 
when I went down and took a look around. 
The great, huge casks of oval shape presented 
their solid fronts in phalanx fashion, suggest- 
ing by their ancient looks the old wine cel- 
lars I have read of on the continent that have 
stood for centuries. ‘‘This,’’ said I, ‘‘is the 
only real wine cellar I ever saw.” 

‘“Well,”’ replied Mr. Schneider, “‘I do not 
think there is another one like it in the 
south. By the way, we have just employed 
Mr. H. Vogel, of Atlanta, a German cooper, 
whois here to make us a number of barrels 
and casks. He isnow making a number of 
five hundred gallon casks whieh will be 
finished in a short while. Mr. Vogel says our 
white oaks down here will make as fine casks 
as he ever saw in the old country.” 

‘‘What grapes do you plant?’ 

“Principally Delaware and Concord, though 
we have other varieties. We find that these 
suit this climate best. I failed to tell you 
that allour wines net us nearly two dollars 
per gallon. We can can sell every gallon we 
produce toa Macon wholesale merchant ata 
dollar and seventy-five cents per gallon, which 
shows how our wine is appreciated. Indeed, 
they tell us that they can get nothing from 
California like ours.’’ 

HAWKINSVILLE’S MODEL NEWSPAPERS. 

Hawkinsville boasts of two model newspa- 
pers, both of which are thriving. The Dis- 
patch is ably edited and owned by Colonel 
George P. Woods. The News is run by Mr. 
J. R. Beverly, and was only started last year. 
It has now about 1,000 subscribers. The Dis- 
patch has enriched is preprietor. Colonel 
Woods took the Dispatch in 1870, and I am 
told that to-day he is worth $30,000, made en- 
tirely from his paper asa basis. He has ful- 
ly 1,800 subscribers at two dollars each. 

“Do they all pay promptly. colonel?” 

“Yes, remarkably so, I think. _I have cal- 
culated on this point closely, and think that 
I will not lose three per cent of my subscribers 
a year, while they are steadily increasing at 
the rate of ten percent. I have found, by 
long experience, that the only permanent 
thing about a weekly newspaper is the sub- 
scription. I commenced with only one hun- 
dred subscribers, but close attention soon 
swelled the list, ugtil now I think I have one 
of the most prosperous weeklies in the state. 
I used to charge three dollars for the Dispatch, 
but had to cut it down to two.”’ 

POINTS. 

Summing up all the facts I have stated 
about Hawkinsville I find her prosperity all 
results irom zealous, co-operative labor on the 
part of her citizens. The town. and its rapid 
growth is a lesson to Georgians of the right 
sort.

Mr. James Laidler is the 
owner. 

Much has been said of a very early variety 
of wheat sown hereabouts. I saw to-day Mr. 
John H. Whitsett, of Dooley county, who in- 
formed me that on Monday, 24th, he had 
harvested his crop of Rainy wheat. It was 
planted December 23d. This wheat is not any 
better than ordinary wheat, I am told, except 
that it matures two or three weeks earlier.

Cutting the Key Log. 


From the Field. : 
The first thing to be done is to find out 


where the jam occurred, and then to discover 
what is called the *‘key log,” that isto say, the 
log which holds the base of the ‘‘jam.” An 
old experienced *‘steam driver’ is soon on the 
spot, for the news is soon carried up stream 
that there isa ‘‘jam’’ below. Every minute 
isof consequence, as logs are coming down 
and the ‘‘jam’”’ increasing in strength. The 
“key log’’ being found, there is a cry for vol- 
unteers tocutit. Now, when you consider 
that there are some hundred big logs of tim- 
ber forming a dam, and the instant the key 
log is cut the whole fabric comes rushing 
down withacrush, you will see that unless 
the axman gets instantly away he is crushed 
todeath. There are usually in camp plenty 
of men ready to volunteer, fora man who cuts 
a key log is looked upon by the rest of the 
loggers just asasoldier is by his regiment 
when he has done any act of bravery. 

The man I saw cut awav a log which 
brought down the whole jam ot logs was a quiet 
young fellow, some 20 years of age. He strip- 
ped everything save his drawers; a strong rope 
was placed under his arms, and a gang of 
smart young fellows held the end. The man 
shook hands with his comrades and quietly 
walked out on the logs, ax in hand. I donot 
know how the loggy-road one felt, but F shall 
never forget my feelings. .The man was quiet- 
ly walking to what very likely might be his 
death. Atany moment the jam might break 
of its own accord; and alsoif he cut the key 
log, unless he instantly got out of the way, he 
would be crushed by the falling timber. 

There wasadead silence while the keen 
ax was dropped with force and skill on the 
pine log. Now the notch was near half 
through the log, one or two more blows, and 
aecrack was heard. The men gotin all the 
slack of the rope that held the axman; one 
more blow and there was a crash like thunder 
and down came the wall, to all appearances 
on the axman. - 

Like many others I rushed to help haul 
away the poor fellow, but to my great joy I 
saw him safe onthe bank, certainly sadly 
bruised and bleeding from sundry wounds, 
but safe. .

ATLANTA AND HER MANUFACTURES. 
We have frequently held that Atlanta was 

the most important manufacturing city in 

(reorgia or in adjoining states. : 

By this we mean that Atlanta gives em- 
ployment to workmen and women—that we 
create more valvne—and manufacture a greater 
variety of products than any other city. The 
truth of this assertion we shall demonstrate 
in aseries of articles, the first of which ap- 
pears this morning. 

We have little hope that Atlanta will com- 
pete with Chattanooga in the first handling 
of raw preducts no more than Philadelphia 
can compete with Pittsburg in the primary 
industries dependent on coal andiron. In- 
deed this class of industries is not specially 
desirable—there is in it a small margino 
profit between the material and the product, 
low wages and a rough working - popula- 
tion. Inthe refinement of the product of 
this primary handling, there is more profit, 
more skilful and higher priced operatives. 
It is this department of manufacturing—for 
example in the working of the rough iron 
into gins, boilers and engines—tlat Atlanta 
has become conspicuous in, and in which her 
supremacy will be maintained. 

At the conclusion of the series of articles 
we shall make a summary that will for the 
first time make a complete showing of At- 
lanta’s manufactures—the number of hands 
employed, the daily wages paid and the value 
created. We have investigated far enough to 
be able to premise that it will make a most 
astonishing showing. 


A BUSINESS GRAND JURY,

Bulletin No, 280, just issued from the cen- 
sus office, shows where the people of Georgia 
were born. In a total population of 1,542,180 
all were born in this country except 10,564. 
Ireland furnished 4,148; Germany, 2,956; 
England, 1,444; Scotland, 395; France, 295; 
Canada, 291; Sweden, 138; Africa, 129; Switz- 
erland, 107; Italy, 82, and all other countries 
879. Weadd a table showing the source of 
the native-born:

While this table shows that we have gained 
people freely from the two Carolinas, Alaba- 
ma and Tennessee, yet the full returns will 
show that more Georgians are living in other 
states than all our accessions from surround- 
ing states number. For example, the bulle- 
tin before us states that there are 32,601 Geor- 
giansin Florida, and 15,172 in Louisiana, 
When the table of nativities is completed for 
each state, we can readily see how the bal- 
ance stands. The chances are that we have 
lost thousands and tens of thon- 
sands who, if they had = staid in 
the old state, would have contributed 
largely to her growth and prosperity. This 
outward tide has been greatly lessened of late, 
and our people are discovering that we have 
opportunities that are quite as good as those 
to be found in any otherstate. The land of 
Georgia 1s in great part unimproved, and her 
mineral wealth and timber wealth and almost 
innumerable water powers afford a field for 
the more enterprising and ambitious. Im- 
proved agriculture always brings good returns 
and no _ state offers better 
inducements to those who want to 
engage in manufacturing or mining 
enterprises. The truth is, Georgia has not 
been fully appreciated by herown people, but 
all this is changing, now that her mills bring 
in handsome dividends, her mines respond to 
intelligent outlays of capital, and ber agricul- 
ture is invariably remunerative when con- 
ducted on acommon sense basis. The old 
state is emphatically looking up, and her peo- 
ple are reasonably prosperous, and content to 
stay at home instead of looking for lands that 
have no hallowed associations and that con- 
tain at their best a very considerable admix- 
ture of evil. 

HOPE FOR IRELAND. 


The coercion policy, it is now admitted, 
does not coerce, and the landlords are becom- 
ing as anxious to reach asettlement of the 
Irish question as the tenants themselves. Two 
new measures have been presented—one from 
Mr. Parnell's friends, and the other from the 
landlords. Mr. Healy's bjll relates to the ar- 
rears of rents during the famine years. 
During the three years of bad creps 
the tenants were unable to pay 
rents that were a serious burden in 
good years. The decisions of the land com- 
missioners show that these rents were exces- 
sive. In three years there was adeficit in the 
potato crop alone that exceeded one hun- 
drei millions of dellars, and the land act 
made no porvision for the immense arrears of 
rent that gréw out of the failure of crops. 
This left the tenants in a hopeless and desper- 
ate condition. Mr. Healy’s bill provides for 
a suspension of legal proceedings pending 
the fixing of a judicial rent by the land 
court and tor the payment of rents on Grif- 
fith’s valuation while applications are await- 
ing hearing or settlement. In the case of 
tenants whoare in arrears and occupy hold- 
ings under $150, the payment or tender of 
one year’s arrears of rent, provided it dées not 


in Georgia, 


exceed one-half of the whole amount due, 
is to be accepted as a full payment of all ar- 
rears, and the landlord, by reinstating tenants 
who have been evicted, is to confer upon them 
the same privilege of partial payments. Mr. 
Gladstone has welcomed this proposition, 
and has gone so far as to express 
the opinion that the same requisite to 
relieve the tenant from arrears should be fur- 
nished by the government, not as a loan, but 
as a free gift. He advised the application of 
the Irish church surplus to the aid of tenants 
in arrear, and intimated that should the fund 
prove inadequate} it would be supplemented 
from other sources. 

Mr. Smith is one of the conservative lead- 
ers. He speaks for the landlords who want to 
get out of a very unpromising situation. Mr. 
Smith’s bill makes it the duty of the commis- 
sion—whether occupiers were or were not able 
and willing to give security for the purchase 
money—to buy up estates on a vast scale, and 
leave it optional with the occupiers to rema!n 
as tenants under the government, subrogated 
in the place of the landlord, or to avail them- 
seives of the facilities orfered for the purchase 
of their holdings. Mr. Gladstone has not 
distinctly said what he would. do 
in relation to Mr. Smith’s motion: 
but as the tenants and the landlords are now 
in accord, it is not probable that the premier 
will put any obstaclesin the way of the pro- 
posed swinging over to peasant proprietor- 
ship. # 

Both of these measures are practically an 
indorsement of Mr. Parnell’s course; for he 
has fought along to release the tenants from 
the arrears of rents.and to pave the way to 
proprietorship; but few will eare whether 
Mr. Parnél! is vindicated or not, if relief can 
be found for the suffering people of Ireland. 
As things now look, Mr. Gladstone will soon 


have the support of the Irish party, and he 
may be able after the weary delay to free the 


island of the curse of landlordism without 
giving offense tothe powerful landed interests 
in England. If he can drive the landlords 
out of Ireland he will usher in peace and in 
the long run prosperity, and his name will] 
become even more illustrious than it was 
when he took office. His is a wonderfy] op- 
portunity, and if the great statesman fails to 
utilize it, it will be the first mistake of the 
kind in the course of a long and neble career.

A PAMPHLET was issued recently, written by 
Ylarence Cook and published by Gaston L. Feuar- 
dent, in which it was asserted that General Di 


Cesnola had been guilty of fraud in relation to two 
statues in the eollection atthe Metropolitan mu- 
seum of art. Other charges were made, but the 
main accusation, and the one on which great stress 
was laid, was that the well-known statue called 
“aphrodite anu Eros,’’ and the figure holding a 
horned head, numbered 39 in the collection, were a 
fraudulent patchwork of unrelated parts. The 
trustees of the museum, in orderto test the truth 
of these charges invited the most thorough exami- 
nation of the two statues referred to. Launt 
Thompson, John Rogers, Charles Calverley, and 
other well-known sculptors, have made a rigorous 
examination, and declare the charges wholly with- 
out foundation. 


MILLAIS receives princely sums for his work 
It is trobable that he could obtain any sum he 
chose to ask for his portraits. In this branch of his 


art he has not only been highly successfnl from an 
artistic point of view, but his portraits are eagerly 
sought becau-e oftheir historicaland literary, and 
also their speculative value. The Agnews, the well 
known picture dealers, gave Mr. Millais an order to 

aintthe portrait of Lord Beaconsfield, and paid 
him £1,000 tor it. W.H. Smith, M. at once 
bought it for 1,000 guineas ($6,250), and has repeat- 
edly refused 5,000, or $25,000, for it since it was 
exhibited “by command of the queen’ at the 
royal academy. ‘This portrait rose in value as 
suddenly as did Mr. Millais’s picture of ‘‘The Prin- 
cess in the Tower,’’ which was ordered by he line 
Art society for £1.000, and was sold soon afterward 
for £4,000, at Christie, Manson & Wood’s noted auc. 
tion rooms. Many of his earlier works, for none of 
which did he receive more than £030, are now held 
up to $5,009 each.

THE CONFEDERATE HALF DOLLARS. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

Concerning the four confederate ceins of which 
much has been written and said, Dr. Taylor makes 
the following statement, which explains itself: 

No. 26 St. CHARLES STREET, New Orleans, April 
24, 1882.—Editor Picayune: The story copied in 
your paper from the Augusta News of the lith, pur- 
porting to be made by A. H. Peterson, of Denver, 
to the effect that ‘tone Dr. B. F. Taylor, chief coiner 
of the mint in 1861, tried to strike off a large num- 
ber of coims after the war sulely to sell to nuimisma- 
tists at high prices,’’ is wholly untrus. Three years 
since, the facts and history, with the proof thereof, 
were published in the Picayune of the four con- 
federate coins made in 1861. About the time above 
mentioned I sold the coin then in my 
posession, through Messrs Mason & Co, 
numismatists, of Philadeiphia, to Mr. Scott, 
of New York, withthe die. That gentleman re- 
cently sold, as reported by the New } ork ‘limes, the 
same Coin at publie auction for the sum of $870. It 
is true that Mr. Peterson did, in 1861, make the die, 
but neither he nor any other person ever had it in 
their possession, nor were there any coins ‘‘at- 
tempted’’ to be made subsequently, but the coia 
and die were delivered to the Messrs. Mason & ©o, 
as they will testify. After diligent inquiry during 
the past three years, | have been unable to locate 
but one of the other four pieces, and that one is 
now inthis city. Tne foregoing facts are given in 
justice tothe public and to all parties concerned, 
but more particularly to the nymismatist who paid 
his $870 for the coin.

THE DOINGS OF THE SOUTHERN 
RAILROAD LINES. 


The Louisville and Nashville Presidency and Other 
Matters—Chattanocga, Celumbus and Florida 
Route aud Gauge—Sandersville, Wrighte. 
ville and Tennille- Other Roads. 


From tbe Cincinnati Enquirer. 

There is no questioning the probability of a 
lively fight for the president ci the Louisville 
and Nashville system at the forthcoming elec- 
tion, Which is to take place during the month 
of May. From the best information that can 
be gleaned itis evident that Mr. C, C. Bald- 
win, the present president, cannot be made 
his own successor. It is believed, in fact, 
that he does not wantit, andif he did want 
it there is a question if he could get it. 

The Enquirer has printed the fact that the 
Green faction had offered the presidency of 
the system to the ex-president, Dr. Standi- 
ford. Dr. Standiford himself says he has been 
offered the presidency, and he believes the 
parties so offering it will be able to carry the 
day. it will be remembered, also, that the 
Enquirer on last Tuesday said it was reported 
that Pool Commissioner Aibert Fink would 
in all probability be the coming man. A 
representative of this paper was assured yes- 
terday upon what is unquestionably good 
authority that Mr. Fink has been offered the 
presidency of the system at a salary of $25,000 
per year, and said he would be inclined to 
consider the proposition with some 
degree ot favor, but would = not 
enaee 8 poe ve decision until after having 
conferre with those interested in the pool 
commission. Itis learned that the element 
of stockholders who will favor Mr. Fink’s 
election will have beyond doubt a majority 
of the voting power, which makes it within 
their province to place Mr. Fink at the head 
of the corporations. It was thought some- 
time ago that General E. P. Alexander, now 
the first vice-president of the road, would be 
made president at the forthcoming election. 
Had General Alexander not expressed a wish 
to retire from active labor, he could doubtless 
be made the chief official witbout opposition. 

THE CHATTANOOGA, COLUMBUS AND FLORIDA, 
From the Columbus Enquirer. 

In speaking of the Chattanooga, Columbus 
and Florida railroad yesterday morning, we 
gave the prospects for its immediate construc- 
tion, the country through which i: traverses, 
the benefits to be derived from it, and the 
necessity of the road. While we may enlarge 
more fully upon the two last subjects at an- 
other time, there is another fact that is of this 
utmost significance in connection with the 
road. The present probability is that it will 
bea narrow gauge or a gauge of three feet. 
The narrow gauge is a superior investment 
over the broad gauge, but this fact alone does 
not prompt the selection of the former. It is 
the same as the system of roads now being in- 
augnrated in Florida. Therefore, one of the rea- 
sions why {t will probably be adopted is that 
an extensive system Of narrow gauge foads 
are Leing adopted, extending from ‘Tallahas- 
see to Gainesville, thence south and west by 
Ocala, Leesburg, Tampa and Charlotte Har- 
bor to the west coast of Florida; and another 
from Gainesville to Palatka and from thence 
to Indian river. There are three fold reasons 
why this road will probably adopt the narrow 
gauge system, in addition to what is enume- 
rated above. JF irst, the cost of construction 
is from 33 per cent to 60 per cent less than the 
broad gauge; second, the running expenses 
are at least 33 per cent less; third, the narrow 
gauge more pearly corresponds with the ne- 
cessities of the country than the broad gauge 
road. On all these points, Lowever, we wiil 
speak again as we merely wished to call atten- 
tron to the fact that there is a probability 
that the road will use the narrow gauge sys- 
‘tem, 

SANDERSVILLE, TENNILLE AND WRIGHTSVILLE. 
From the Sandersville Herald. 

We regret to see that there is a suspension, 
if not a total collapse of the railroad move- 
mentin the good county of Johnson. The 
present depressed financial condition of the 
country is unfavorable to the inauguration 
of new enterprises, the advantages however 
of this railroad extension to Sandersville and 
to our neighbor Tennille are so apparent that 
every effort should be put forth that could 
tend to hasten its completion. 

The best and shortest route for a road from 
Tennille or the intersection of the Sanders 
vilie and Tennille railroad, with the Central 
railroad, to Wrightsville we learn is about 
fourteen miles, and would require no trestle 
work, but at the crossing of the Lit- 
tie Ohoopie near Captain  Peacock's. 
The Sandersville and Tennille railroad has 
already the rolling stock, and it seems to be 
the general judgment and wish of the good 
people of Johnson so faras we can judge, that 
this road should be built and operated under 
the auspices of this corporation. Daily, or 
even double daily trips could be made over 
the line from Sandersville to Tennille with 
perfeet ease, while the advantages resulting 
irom the direction of the trade of Johnson, of 
portions of Emanuel, Laurens and of Mont- 
gomery counties to Sandersyille and Tennille 
are obvious. 

Can the Sandersville and Tennille railroad 
company come to the rescue and co-operate in 
a substantial way with the people of Johnson, 
and those livingin the southern part of Wash- 
ington, who have already subscribed to this 
enterprise?

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENT. 


GRAND JUBY KOOM, FULTON COUNTY, 
ATLANTA, May 2d, 1882. 

We, the grand jurors selected and sworn for the 
first week Of the spring term of Fulton superior 
court, 1882, on account of the absence of material 
witne-ses have prolonged our session beyond the 
ordinary time. Matters of unusual interest have 
occupied our attention, and in justice to ourselves 
aud the county, as wellas to the parties directly 
concerned, we felt it our duty to pursue our inves- 
Uigations as far as possible. We refer mainly to the 
rumors in circulation involving the integrity of our 
city officials in connection with the gambling 
houses of this city, and after a full and careful in- 
vestigation of the imatter we have come to the 
unanimous conclusiet that these rumors ave with- 
out foundation; that his houor the mayor, assisted 
by other officials, have labored faithfully to sup- 
press the vice of gambling,and this grund jury feels 
that it is incumbent upon them to sustain their 
actions, and request all good citizens to lend 
them their sym pathy and encourage- 
ment. There are men in this city 
who occapy high social positions who 
are good husbands and good fathers and profess to 
be good citizens, who are nevertheless responsible 
for the growth and respectability of this professione 
and areto a certain eXtent participants in th- 
crime. Werefer to landlords who, knowingly, per 
mit gambling to be carried on in their houses, and 
we desire to express in unmistakable terms our 
condemnation of this evil, and cast upon the con- 
sciences of these men the Epoponel bility of the down- 
falland ruin of their neighbors’ children. When 
men have the boldness to enter a court of justice 
and claim and demand from the officers of the law 
the tools with which they ply their unlawful oecu- 
pation, it is time for the grand jury to take hold of 
this matter and not only sustain the city officers in 
the execution of the law as itis, but to invoke the 
assistance of the legislature in giving us a law 
which will result in the destruction of all tools and 
applicances found in these gambling houses, and 
the confiscation of all other personal property 
therein. Among other matters which 
have engaged our attention, we find that 
the vagrancy laws are notasrigidly enforced at 
they should be, and in this connection we desire 
to mention the annoyance of street beggary. Not 
only are our own citizens annoyed by them at their 
homes, on the street and their business huuses, but 
strangers coming to the city complain of this nuis- 
ance, and asa remedy we suggest that all beggars 
be sent to he almshouse, apd be provided for at 
the expense of the county. ° 

The reckless driving of drays, hacks and other 
conveyances is increasing toruch an extent ar to 
require the prompt enforcement of the penalties for 
this offense. Many cases of bodily harm have 
occurred through the negligence or carelessness of 
drivers, and we suggest that the police authorities 
exercise more than ordinary vigilance in this mat- 
ter and bring the offenders to justice. 

A house of correction for children who have com- 
mitted crime, should, in our opinion, be estab- 
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' ing on the corner of Decatur an

nuisances which should be abated, and we request 
the city council to revoke cll licenses granted to 
the occupants of these buildings. 

The selection of professional talismen for jurosr 


| isa practice which should be discontinued, and we 


recommend that the officers of the court who are 
intrusted with this responsible cuty be more cir- 
cumspect in future, and as far as possible exclude 
all such persons from the jury box. 

The committee to whom were assigned the duty 
ofexamining thefditferent departments of the coun- 
ty affairs, report as follows: 

The roads committee 
Doneugh and Pryor in the direction of the weter 
works in good condition at present, but in view of 
the heavy loads of coal! which are continually being 
hauled to the pumping station. they recommend 
thatthe Pryor street road, on account of its easy 
grades, be thoro'ghly worked and macadamized, 
and be made the mai southern road leading from 
the city. The roads from the city in other direc- 
tions are generally in bad condition, but 
this is to be attributed not to the 
neglect of the county or road commis 
sioners, but to the long continued wet weather dur 
ing the past winter. With the chain gang atthe dis- 
posal of the county cummissioners, they can do 
much good in a short time, and we recommend that 
during the summer they be constantly employed 
on the county roads and the main thoronghfares 
leading into the city, and to put these in good con- 
dition vefore they do any work on parallel streets, 
and that they may be more eflicient, it would be 
advisable to give them temporary quarters during 
summer, so that they could be moved without so 
much loss of time. In winter thcir quarters should 
be more permanent and comfortable. 

The committees on public buildings report that 
the condition of the jail reiiects credit upon the 
officers in charge. 

The alms house committee have made the follow- 
ing report, which is herewith submitted, as origi- 
nally presented : 

We, the special committee of grand jurors for the 
spring term of the superior court of Fulton county 
for the inspection of the alms house, submit the 
following, viz: 

We find the inmates or wards of the county poor 
house, 66 males and femates, (55 whites and 13 
blacks) all provided with every comfort awd atten- 
tion their conditions severally will admit of. Dr. 
Hope, a very efticient aud ceurteous gentleman in 
charge as manager and fully competent and well 
qualified for the duties of physician and president. 

We find the quarters now occupied very cleanly, 
and, while they are comfortable for summer, are 
entirely inadequate and uncomfortable for winter, 
the inmates beiag mostly females, aged, infirm and 
feeble; we, therefore recommend the present quar- 
ters and property be sold and a place nearer and 
more convenient to the city be purchased, and 
brick buildings erected capable of more accommo- 
dations and convewiences for the better care and at- 
tention to the unfortunate poor and helpless of our 
edunty,and the eutire premises inclosed with a sub 
Stantial wall, whereby the government of the in- 
mates, the management of the premises may 
be fully under control—this change of 
quarters We recommend should be made 
if possible before the next winter. We compli 
ment our fellow citizens of Fulton county for tre 
very efficient management uf Dr. Hope, the super- 
intendent, and the ar-angements effected by our 
county commissioners in this part of their official 
business, aud we are satisfied that everything has 
been done for the care and comfort of the unfortu- 
nate pare and infirm of our county that economy 
and the appliances atcommand would warrant.

Of &t. Joseph's Male Orphanage. 
WASHINGTON, GA., February 1, 1882, 
Right Rev. W. H. Gross, D.D., Savannah, Ga.: 

Right Rev. and Dear Bishop: Aftera lapse of four 
years itis again my happy privilege to tender you 
the annual report of St. Joseph’s Male Orphanage. 
it affords me great pleasure to say that the institu- 
tion, in every respect, isin a most flourishing con- 
dition. 

During the year just past, thanksto your fatherly 
interest in the institution, the new house, which 
you directed to be built for the greater comfort and 
convenience of the orphan boys and. sisters in 
charge, has been entirely diminished. Its dimen- 
sions are as follows: Length of main building, 
eighty feet; width, thirty-two feet; length of wing, 
forty-two feet: width, thirty-two feet. The build- 
ing istwo stories high, with eleven feet between 
floor aud ceil.ng in each story. ‘There are fifty-two 
windows in the building, that open top and bot- 
tom, securing plenty of light and fresh air. The 
main building is capped by a cupola which eonnects 
with the boys’ dormitory and affords perfeet venti- 
lation. Down stairs We have u large roomy chapel. 
shool room, play :o00om and bath room. The entire 
upper story of the main buildingis used asa dor- 
mitory, while in the wing are infirmary, clothes 
room and necessary closets. it is painted with three 
coats, inside and out, with all necessary blinds for 
the. windows, and a piazza extending areund three 
sides. This new building, iu addition to the large 
two story house with brick basement, purchased 
with the estate, and which contains eight large 
rooms, besides kitchen, refectories, etc., afferds 
ample room for all demands likely to arise for some 
time. The schoo! room is well supplied with neces- 
sary blackboards, maps, etc. A large, well shaded 
play ground, supplied with trapeze, vaulting, bar, 
etc., gives the boys every facility for cheerful and 
healthful exercise. 

Washington is proverbial forits health, and the 
orphans have shared in this blessipg toa remark- 
able extent. During the year most of them had the 
measles and mumps and required extra care; aside 
from this, even a slight indisposition has been rare 
among them. Your own generous support, and the 
cheerfui co-operation of the pastors aud priests of 
t e diocese have, toa great extent, made my labor 
Hight and easy, as far us raisiiby the necessary fuuds 
is concerned. Asan acknowledgment of this gen- 
erosity, I would say, that the pastors must not re- 
gard itasafavorto them, whenever they have to 
ask aCmittance into the orphanage for the poor and 
needy orphan boys of their respective parishes, | 
shall always look upon it as my simple duty to 
comply promptly with their wishes in this regard. 

It affords me great pleasure to acknowledge in 
this public manner the novle deeds of the lady col- 
lectars of the different cities. .Thanks be to God. 
for having raised up a band of noble women, who 
in the midst of the many calls of daty in their own 
eoncerns, find time to go each mouth, no matter 
what the weather. to collect from door 10 door for 
the orphan boys. God alone kuows how these good 
ladies labor and toil in the accomplishment of their 
blessed work. Their perseverance is astonishing. 
I have met them peeery each month of the past 
year atthe meetings held in their respective par- 
jshes, and have been cheered and encouraged by 
their disinterested genero-ity. Many of these noble 
women have labored in the canse for year’, and are 
to-day just as williug and cheerful asin the begin - 
ning. Surely their Lames are written in the Book 
of Life, as I know they arein the hearts of the or- 

han boys, whose grateful prayers to God in their 

half will bear blessed fruit in time and in eterni- 
ty. The names of these devoted ladies will be 
found in the financial statement, which will show 
for itself what they have done toward the mainte- 
nanee of this great charity. 

In the financial statement will also be found the 
names of all those who have made s dona- 
tions to the institution, in the name of the poor 
boys they have so kindly remembered, 1 would re- 
turn grateful ackaowledgments and assure them, 
thatas farasthe boys «an help is, the investment 
will return a.large and permanent interest, that 
cannot be counted by dollarsand cents.

¢ladly place in this report the names of all the 
yearly and monthly contributors to the support of 
the orphanage, but I fihd it almost impossible to 
obtain a correct list of them, I hope that I shall be 
able to present them all in the next report. In the 
meantime let them remember that all they have 
done for the orphan boys is seen by the Father in 
Heaven, and He knows how to bless and how to 
repay. The names of the lady collectors of the 
Sacred Heart Parish of Augusta, will appear in the 
next report: the society not having been organized 
soon enough for them to appear in this. 

During the past year seventy boys have been 
cared for, eight have been provided with places, 
while three have, at their mother’s request, been 
returned to them. . There are now at the orphanage 
fifty-nine boys, aceredited to their respective cities 
as follows: Savannah, thirty-three; Atlanta, ten; 
Angusta, seven; Macon, five; Columbus, two; Sha- 
ron, two. : 

Their ages range from two to fifteen years; forty- 
seven of the number range from two to twelve, 
while there are twelve whose ages range from thir- 
vears. Several of the older boys 
could be usefoliy employed about the farm, but 
they are so back ward in their studies, some of them 
having been sent here nt the age of eleven and 
twelve, not even knowing how to read, it would be 
unjust to keep them from school. There are two 
schools as heretofore: nainely, primary and inter- 
mediate. The honrs ef school are from nine to 
twelve, and from two tofour. No pains is spared 
toadvance them as theroughly and rapidly as pos- 
sible in theirstndies Their religions training re- 
ceives the most careful attention, while the good 
infinence of the Sisters of St. Joseph over their mor- 
als is most beneficial. The older boys are well in- 
structed in their religious duties, and are eager to 
approach the sacraments when permitted to do so, 
which is about once a month 

The beautifu! organ you so kindly presented, is a 
great acqusition. I: is now a pleasant and cheerful 
duty for the Sisters to teach the boys Yocal music. 
They seem ‘o take great delight in singing the 
hymns ofthe church at the daily mass, and wi!l 
soon be able tu sing at high mass. All is done for 
them that cin be done to make them comfortalle 
and happy here. and to eneble them to live lives 
that will be good for themselves, and useful to so- 
ciety, so that when. their course is rum, they may 
enter into lile everlasting.

It is engaged in the manufacture of French 
buhr, Esopus and Cologne mill stones, grain- 
cleaning machinery and mill work of all de- 
scriptions. For thirty years Mr. Brenner has 
been meeting the demands of the surround- 
ing country in hisline. Five hands are em- 
ployed at the stone shop at $2 perday. Be- 
sides these there are always a number abroad 
attending to contract work, whose wages re- 
main in the city. The value ofastone in the 
rough worth $60 leaves the shop at $100. On

The Goods and the Purchasers at the Express Sale 
of “Old Hosa” VY esterday. 

Mr. L. T. Fields, of Albany, Georyia, wil] 
no doubt be pleased to learn that his negative 
brought $1.75 at auction in Atlanta. Mr. 
Fields is a tobacco dealer, and was desirous of 
placing his photograph upon a favorite brand 
ot cigars. For this purpose he had his nega- 
tive taken in Albany, inclosed it in a neat 
little box, and expressed it to Atlanta, where 
it was designed to fall into the hands of an 
artist who should carry out Mr. Vields’ wishes. 
Unfortunately, bowever, the package had 
no name for delivery, aud thus found its way 
into the ‘‘old hoss” sale, to which the Southern 
i-xpress company has to-resort in orderto clear 
the deck. The purchaser, while he paid dear- 
ly for the negative, is consoled by the fact 
that it gives the shadow of a good looking 
man. 

A formidable looking bundle was then held 
up by Mr. Ellis, and was knocked down for 
$2.20, a colored speculator taking the bid. An 
inquiring group of colored brethren bent over 
him as, one knee on the ground, he stooped 
to unroll his purchase. It looked as if the 
wrapping paper would nevergive out. At 
last a little box was reached, the lid was slow- 
ly lifted, and the result was a little paregoric- 
looking bottle with a sample of New Orleans 
molasses. Thesable individual retired in dis- 
gust, leaving his prize by the wayside. 

Last year’s almanacs are always the subject 
of the joke-manufacturer, yet a package of 
ten brought a doilar. The reckless spending 
of 75 cents resulted in the acquisition of a 
handful of phosphate pamphlets. A sample 
copy of the city directory of Nashville for the 
year 1879 proved itself to have a money value 
of $2.50. The buyer said he was an admirer 
of standard literature, and then his children 
were just beginning to take an interest in 
books, so he went off happy with his direc- 
tory. 

An elongated looking package was then ex- 
posed, and a moneyed citizen, who had 80 cents 
to spare, took it in. Then a large square box 
brought thirty cents. The purchasers made 
an even trade. The long package was found 
to be an old plow handle, while the square 
box was filled with some choice specimens of 
lace, and was realiy one of the best purchases 
made. For sixty-five centsan anxious bidder 
secured a fancy looking box, whieh, on open- 
ing, he found to contain less than a cupful of 
flour—a sample from a western mill, A pack- 
age, securely sealed, was bid off by a country- 
man for $1.30, It contained two little books 
—the rituals of the immaculates —a negro or- 
ganization, of which a colored man named 
Hadley is the Great Source of Knowledge. 
Another man paid ninety cents for a stove- 
lid which, without the stove itself, is of but 
very little account. A package was held up, 
from which the heel of a shoe protruded, A 
bid of $2.50 induced Mr. Ehlisto let the article 
down. The purchaser found it to contain but 
a single shoe, with a shoe-last enclosed. He 
still has to provide for the other foot. 

_ And thus the sale progressed.. Men Kept 
bidding extravagantly for packages, the cons 
tents of which they did not know, and opened 
them only to find a seed sample, an ore spec- 
ime, a drawing of a patent rat trap, or some- 
thing else as useless to the inventor as to the 
purchaser. But man is credulous, and expe- 
rience shows that he is never more credulous 
than when at an ‘‘old boss’’ saie.
